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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: of the same reasons set forth in the final 
rejection. Applicants argue that there is no disclosure or even a suggestion of cooling the detergent connposition below ambient 
temperature between the first and the third steps, or any other steps. With respect to the teaching of Davies regarding the powder being 
stored in a controlled oven, Applicants argue that an oven, as defined by Webster's Ninth New Collegiate Dictionary, is typically used for 
baking, heating, or drying. 

The Examiner respectfully disagrees wih the above argument because on page 7, lines 44-45 Davies teaches that the powder was stored 
in a temperature controlled oven for a time before carrying out the compaction step to control the temperature of compaction, which is at 
temperatures of 22fc and 40 fc. Hence, if the compaction pressure is at 22 fc, the powder was stored in a temperature controlled oven at 
22 ^C for a time before carrying out the compaction step. Because the powder was stored in a controlled temperature at 22 1, Davies 
teaches a cooling step. 
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
